1 . REQUEST EMBASSY PASS FOLLOWING DATED APRIL 27 TO DR. 

ANATOLIY SIMONOV, OFFICE CHIEF, STATE OCEANOGRAPHIC INSTI- 
TUTE, KROPOTKINSKIY PEREULOK 6, MOSCOW G-34, WITH COPY TO 
KAZAKOV OF HYDROMET. 

2. "DEAR ANATOLIY: THANK YOU FOR YOUR RECENT LETTERS 
DETAILING THE PROGRAM FOR THE US-USSR GEOCHEMICAL SYMPOSIUM 
AND LISTING THE TITLES OF THE SOVIET PAPERS. THE PROGRAM 
SEEMS TO BE VERY COMPREHENSIVE AND IS FULLY SATISFACTORY TO 
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THE AMERICAN SIDE. THANK YOU FOR YOUR EFFORTS IN ARRANGING 
THE REQUESTED MEETINGS WITH THE SOVIET SPECIALISTS. 

THE AMERICAN DELEGATION WILL BE ARRIVING IN MOSCOW AT 
1540 ON SUNDAY, MAY 22, VIA PAN AMERICAN FLIGHT 44. 
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I GREATLY REGRET THAT DR. TUREKIAN, THE AMERICAN CHAIR- 
MAN OF THE SYMPOSIUM, AND I WILT. BE UNABLE TO REMAIN IN THE 
USSR FOR THE ENTIRE PERIOD PROPOSED. WE MUST RETURN TO 
THE UNITED STATES ON SUNDAY, MAY 29. PAN AMERICAN FLIGHT 
45, LEAVING MOSCOW AT 1000. IF AT ALL POSSIBLE, WE WOULD 
LIKE TO RETURN TOGETHER TO MOSCOW BY PLANE INSTEAD OF TRAIN 
ON SATURDAY, MAY 28, AND SPEND THE EVENING IN MOSCOW. WE 
WILL BE PREPARED TO WORK WITH YOU OR A MEMBER OF YOUR 
DELEGATION DURING THE RETURN TRIP TO MOSCOW AND THAT EVEN- 
ING IF NECESSARY. WE WOULD APPRECIATE IT IF YOU COULD 
ADVISE US BY MAY 6 IF THIS IS POSSIBLE. THE REMAINDER OF 
THE AMERICAN DELEGATION WILL BE RETURNING TO THE UNITED 
STATES ON JUNE 2 VIA AEROFLOT FLIGHT 241, DEPARTING MOSCOW 
AT 1045. MS. FITZBACK WILL DEPART FOR FRANKFURT ON THAT 
DATE AT 1910 ON LUFTHANSA FLIGHT 341. 

THE AMERICAN SPECIALISTS HAVE NOTED THAT THEY WILL BE 
IN MOSCOW FOR ONLY A BRIEF TIME AND HAVE EXPRESSED A DESIRE 
TO VISIT RED SQUARE AND THE KREMLIN. WOULD IT BE POSSIBLE 
FOR US TO DO THIS BEFORE WE LEAVE FOR ODESSA OR IN TRANSIT 
TO OR FROM LENINGRAD? ANY EFFORT YOU MAKE IN THIS DIREC- 
TION WOULD BE GREATLY APPRECIATED BY THE AMERICAN SIDE. 
PERHAPS THIS VISIT COULD BE MADE IN CONJUNCTION WITH A 
RETURN TO MOSCOW ON JUNE 1, SINCE THE DELEGATION WILL BE 
DEPARTING FROM THERE ON JUNE 2. 

I HAVE FORWARDED TO YOU THE US DATA FROM THE INTER- 
CALIBRATION OF METHODS TO DETERMINE OIL AND OIL PRODUCTS IN 
SEAWATER CARRIED OUT ON THE MUSSON. WE SHALL BE PREPARED 
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TO DISCUSS THE MATERIAL WITH YOU AT THE SYMPOSIUM.
